BURLINGTON’S EARNINGS. 
A Marked Decrease—Failure of the 
Corn Crop the Cause. 
CuicaGo, March 5.—[By the Agsoci- 
ated Press.| The January statement 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
road shows a decrease in tbe gross 


earnings of $587,579 as compared with 
the same time last year. Tne net” 
earnings after allowing for ali ex-. 
penses except dividends show a deficit 
of $177,251 against a profit of $182,252 
in 1890, or a decrease of $359,504. 

One considerabie cause of the large | 
falling off is the failure of the corn | 
mit last’ year. It appears that the 

falling off was chiefly. if not entirely, 

on lines west of the peor River. 
In fact, the statistics iled by 
Chairman Midgley of the: 
Freight Association show that the Bur- 
lington lines between Chicago and Kan- 
sas City made a much better compura- 
tive showing than any line between 
those points. its Chicago aud Omaha 
lines also show a larger percentage of 
-ipcrease than any of the others. »

[CONDITION OF THE ORCHARDS 


Health Reports from Outside Dis- 
tricts—The County Hospital— 
Tax Collector and County 
Clerk. 


The various county officers have all filed 
their reports with the Board of Supervisors 
showing th8 transactions of their several 
departments for the month of February. 


the | From these reports the following facts are 
gieaned: 


THE TREE REPORT. 
The following was the report that the 
County Horticultural Commussion~\ 
mitted: Me 
To the Honorable Board of Supervisors: 
The Horticuitural Commission have been 
very busy during the past month investi- 
gating the different appliances used in dif- 


ferent localities for applying the gas 
treatment as well as the results 
obtained by that treatment. We 


are 6ucouraged to believe that the great ob- 
jection*to the gas treatment, viz., the ex- 


surelyovercome. The means of application 
are being daily improved. Very elaborate 
outfits are being built and put in operation 
in several localitiés with most encouraging 
results. 

The secretary visited Riverside to inspect 
the apparatus and means of disinfection 
used there. He closely studied’ the differ- 
ent apparatus they had in use, and the re- 
sults obtained. Phe results were most sat- 
isfactory, but t mechanical appliances 
were not in any way superior to those that 
have been manufactured in Los Angeles. 
in the opinion of this commission the hy- 
drocyanic acid gas treatinent, properly and 
systematicaily applied, comes the nearest to 
a perfect solution of the red and yellow 
scale probiem of anything we have tried, 


and the commission has been doing 
apd will continue to do ia 
its power to encourage growers 


to adopt this most efficacious method of dis- 
infecting their citrus trees. ‘he greatest 
Vigilance has been exercised in the matter 
of iuspecting and disintecting all nursery 
stock coming into the county. 

Never before has such care been taken, 
aud we feel sure that in this way of pre- 
vention much good has beeu done. In dis- 
infecting nursery stock gas Las been gener- 


used. 

‘The commission has under consideration 
the advisability of the establishment of dis- 
infection districts, in which the growers 
Shall assess themselves for the purchase 
and maintenance of appilicnces for gassing, 
to be used by those residing in the uistrict. 
Some such plan we believe to be practical 
and highly desirabie, and we shal: do all in 
our powerto formuiate such a move apd 
then have it inaugurated. 

The deciduous trees throughout the coun- 
try have been very generaliy wasted this 
year Witha mixture of lime, sulphur ands 
salt, which will result in benetit tothe 
re and greatly improve the quality of the 

ru 

ln conclusion we are happy to report that 
at this Season the prospect for an abandant 
crop of all kinds of fruit for the coming 
year were never betier, the rains to date 
having Come jusi in time for orchardists.

Delinquent Taxés. 

The sale of property for delinquent 
county taxes is progressing very. satisfac- 
torily.. The percentage of collections will 
exceed that of last year by several per 
cent. 

When the taxes became delinquent, the 
amount delinquent and penalty added was 
$100,209.95, uring January, February 
and to March 5, $77,006.46 was collected, 
This leaves an uncolijected balance of $23,- 
113.49, and taking out $2500 for double as- 
sessinents leaves only $20,613.49.

PIO PICO. 


HIS CASE BROUGHT BEFORE THE 
SUPERVISORS. 


Don Juan Warner Appears Before 
the Board in Behalf of His Old 
Friend—Incidentin His 

Early Life. 


Yesterday afternoon that venerable pa- 
triarch, Don Juan Warner, appeared before 
the Board of Supervisors and made an 
eloquent appeal for his old friend, Jon 
Pio Pico, the last Mexican Governor of 
California. Col. Warner related how Pio 
Pico had at one time been the possessor of 
millions of acres of land and of untold riches; 
how he had through no fault of his own 
been reduced to penury in his 90th year. 

The Colonel stated that the board were 
now supporting parties who bad no claim 
upon the county whatever. He thought 
that if would be only justice for the board, 
in recognition of the services of Gov. Pico 
in the past, to assist him now in the hour 
of his need. 

Cel. Warner spoke most feelingly of his 
old friend, and told a story to illustrate his 
early friendship for the Americans, which 
later characterized all of his official acts, 

‘Tne Colonel stated that in 1827 a party of 
American hunters were on the Gila River. 
‘They could only travel in canoes. ‘The 
men passed down tothe junction of the Gila 
and Colerado rivers. This quintette of dar- 
ing Americans, at the end of the trapping 
Seasvvn, built canoes and floated down to 
tidewater iu the sulf of Mexico, 

The men found that they could not get 
back up the river, but they heafd of a set- 
tiemeutin Northera California. This they 
concluded to reach. 

Accordingly they buried their furs and 
started acruss the desert on foot. They 
traveled on and on until they were pearly 
exhausted. After enduring untold suffer- 
ings, they reached the Mission Santa Cata- 
lina. 

But here the troubles of the five hunters 
were Increased by the fact that they could 
not spexk Spanisn nor couid they find any- 
one who could understand the position they 
were in. 

‘The men were finally arrested. They 
could get no assistance from the priest end 
were taken to San Diego and imprisoned. 

At the time there was living at Sau Diego, 
in a little hamlet, a widuw woman with 
three sons avd seven daughters. One of 
the sons was a cavairy officerin the Mexican 
army. Wages were very iow and the widow 
fuund it a citicull matter to support her 
family. The youigest son was at school, 
and the other ay al was forced to support 
the familydy his labor,

church. 

The third son finally persuaded his 
friends among the officers to liberate the 
other four Americans. As soonas they 
were at liberty they. returned to the Gila 
liver aud secured their furs, 

“That third son, gentleman, was Pio 
Pico,” said Col. Warner dramatically. 

The board took the matter under advise- 
ment, and later will act upon the sugges- 
tion of Col. Warner.

A Detision in the Dimmi 
Land Case. 


THE FRUITVALE BOND CASE 


The Distillery Wins on a Technical- 
ity—Given a Divorce—Supreme 
Court Decisions—Legal 
Notes—New Suits. 


In Department Four yesterday Judge 
Shaw decided the rather complicated case 
of Dimmick against Dimmick. This was 
an action by the administrator of 
the estate of Julia Dimmick, deceased, 
to cancel a déed signed by Eimer D. Dim- 
mick, purporting to convey to the defend- 
ant, Sarah Dimmick, certain land and to 
quiet title thereto. 

The defendant was the second wife of 
Elmer D. Dimmick, having been married to 
him January 10, 1889. He died April 3%, 
1889, the deed in controversy being of the 
date of February 2, 1889, 

The claim is made that the land Dimmick 
gave to his second wife was purchased with 
money which was the separate estate of his 
first wife; that by reason of this fact he 
held the land in trust for her; thatthe deed | 
to the defendant was without consideration 
and never delivered to her. To these alle- 
= the defendant entered a general de- 
bial, 

Judge Shaw finds for the defendant; 
among other things he says, that “it is true 
that where the husband reserves his wife’s 
separate estate and invests it in the pur- 
chase of land or other property in his own 
name, these facts alone do not give rise to 
the presumption that she intended it as a 

ift to him, but om the contrary, he will 

old the property in trust for her. The 
evidence, however, shows mauy-more facts. 
He muet have received it with ber know- 
ledge and consent. He immediately 
mingled it with $3000 of his money, and 
with the whole $4000, invested the whole 
sum in the purchase of various tracts of 
land in lows. From that time until his 
wife’s death he continued to deal in lands, 
and every title was taken in his own name. 
‘These lands were sold from time to time 
and others bougnt. The wife joined in the 
execution of the deeds. Thereis no possi- 
bie way of tracing this $1000, and of separ- 
ating it from the other $8000, 
Sbe must have had _ (full knowl- 
edge of the course and manner of his 
dealing and she acquiesced in it as long as 
she lived. The presumption arising from 
this fact is that she intended the money to 
be a gift to her husband. 

‘The deed was delivered to the defend: 


ant. 

“Upon the question of consideration the 
evidence is not satisfactory. From the tes- 
timony of the defendant 1 am of the opin- 
ion that the engagement to marry was made 
before any promise to convey the land to 
the defendant . The land 
belonged to Vimmick as bis separate ¢s- 
tate, and he could do with it as he pleased. 
He saw fitto convey it to the defendant 
and that conveyance must stand.” 

A decree and findings were ordered 
drawn up for the defendant in accurdance 
with the statement as above. 

GIVEN A DIVORCE. . 
ln Department Three yesterday Judg 
Wade gave Annie Jones a decree of di- 
yorce from Evans Jones on the ground of 
cruél treatment. Thecustody of the daugh- 
ter and youngest son was awarded to the 
plaintiff. Tne custody of the two oldest 
children was awarded to the father.

THE GOVERNMENT LOSES. . 

The suit of the United States Govern- 
ment against the Fruitvale Wine and Fruit - 
Company was decided in the Circuit Court 
yesterday.

sion of the charges brought against Police 
Officers H. A. Rinkenback and J. F. Pur- 


_Vis, was begun at 1:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon in the Mayor's office.

Layton and by citizens living on 
his beat with being unfit for police duty, ete.; 
and Purvis is charged by Sergt. Morton 
with being drupk while on duty and having 
left his beat. 

The Purvis case was taken up first, a 
fifteen witnesses sworn in one bunch 
Clerk Robinson, 

J. Percerville was the first witness, He 
is in business on Los Angeles street, and 
Stated that he has known defendant about 
@ year and never saw him drunk or under 
the influence of liquor. He never saw Pur- 
vis on duty at nigit. 

Sergt. orton, who made the charges 
against Purvis, was then put on the stand, 


and stated that on the morning of February’ 


28, at 2:15 o’clock, he found defendant en 
his beat, but in an intoxicated condition. 
He had been off his beat. Several times 

evious he had to drive Purvis back to his 

at. He found the officer in the company 
of drunken nen. Withess went over the 
beat three times before he found defendant. 

Purvis then questioned witness to some 
extent, but did not succeed in changing his 
testimony. 

Officer Whaling was next called, and test- 
ified that during last October he was present 
when the sergeant found Purvis off his 
beat. He explained that Purvis bad been 
to get his breakfast. Purvis waiked up the 
Street with witness. 

Officer Vignes testified that in February 
sometimes he saw Purvison bis beat and 
sometimes he did not, Several times he saw 
him when he acted as if he had been drunk, 
but he did not know positively, as he is not 
a very good judge of drunken men. On the 
morning of the 23th he heard Morton viow- 
ing his whisile several times. 

Police Clerk Moffatt produced a book in 
Which was a note showing that Purvis en- 
tered the office on the morning of the 28th 
of February in a drunken condition aod 
Stated that Sergt. Morton had ordered. him 
to report at the office. Defendant stated 
that Morton had asked bim for bis star, but 
that he would not give it to him. 

Nelson Espersen testified that he was 
with Purvis on the morning of the 28th of 
February, but he was not drunk. He might 
have had adrink but he did not think that 
either of them was drunk. 

Purvis then made a statement tothe effect 
that when he first goes on his beat he gues 
into every saloon, leans up with bis back 
to the bar and takes the crowd in. He does 
this two or three times each night. On the 


night of the 281h he was on business when: 


off bis beat and was not under the influence 
of liquor at any time.

J. H. Reynolds stated that he has known 
Purvis ten or twelve months and never saw 
him under the influence of liquor.

L. J. Mathews stated that he never saw 
Purvis drunk. 

J. B. Cohn testified that he never saw de- 
fendant drinking in saloons. He is-never 
at his business piace at mght and knows

Several others were examined for de- 
fendant on the s:ime line and all stated that 
they never saw him drunk. 

Jailor Steele, who was wanted at the city 
prison, was then sworn in the Rinkenboch 
case and stated tbat he has known the peti- 
tioner, W. ‘I. Layton, who brought charges 
against Rinkenboch, and 80 far as he knows 
Layton’s character Is good. He tended bar 
in Koth’s saleon, and witness never had any 
trouble with him, 

Several other witnesses were examined 
for Purvis and testified that he was sober on 
the morning of the 25th of February. 

Purvis then closed his testimony, but be- 
fore be left Sergeant Morton said he would 
like to make astatement before the case 
was closed. He said be had seen Purvis go 
into saloons a number of times and re.nain 
there some time. Hereported the cases to 
the chief. ' 

‘The Rinkenback c:se was then taken up. 
Officer C. L. Johnson testified that he knew 
Leyton, aud has seen him going in a house 
of iii-tame. He does not know how long 
he has been outoft werk. Layton’s char- 
acter is good so far as he knows. 

Comam)ssioner Bryson asked Kinkenback 
what he arrested Layton for. 

Kickenback stated that he arrested him 
as a ‘vag’? and released him because Officer 
Vignes told him that Layton was his stool. 
He said Layton was arrested without a 
warrant, 

Officer J. T. Conley said he knows Layton 
and his reputation is He has seen him 
with # prostitute in the daytime, and jas 
seen him go outriding with her. He has 
heard bim spoken of as being a “mac.”’ 

Officer Dugan was called and stated that 
he has seen Layton, but does not know his 
reputation. Witness and Layton had a con- 
versation regarding a girl that Rinkenback 
arrested, aud witness told him that Rinken- 
back was after him. ‘Layton then said that 


_be bad removed Rinkenback from the Los 


Angeles-street beat once and he would do it 
again, 

Officer Vignes said he bas known Layton 
three or four years, and has never knuown 
anything against him, and never heard him 
referred to as a “mac.’”’ Witness has 
known him to go in bouses of ili fame and 
remain there an hour or two, but he is not 
a “vag,’’as he has always worked. 

Layton was then put on the stand, and

A. J. Scott stated that about a year ago 
Rinkenback said that the first chance he got 
he would arrest Layton, The day Layton 
was arrested Rinkenb ck met witness and 
told him he was going to arrest Layton, and 
if witness assisted Layten he would make 
ithot furhim.

Joe Aruoid testified that for over a year 

Layton has lived in his house, and no 
woinen have ever visited him, and he al- 
ways has been gentlemanly and quiet. His 
reputation is good. 
: he J. Conroy stated that he had known 
Layton between three and four years and 
his reputation is good. Kinkenback’s repu- 
tation ameng the citizens of First. street is 
not good. Witness toid about how Rinken- 
back went in his saloon when on duty and 
picked a quarrel witha German who was 
reading a paper. Rinkenback wanted~ to 
fignt, and witness told him that fighting 
could not take place in bis saloon. 

Ripkenbach testitied that be bas known 
Layton tar two years and knows him to be 
a mac,” for he used to pass the crib where 
his woman lived and saw him washing 
towels. Witness then told how he arrested 
Layton after warning him that he would be 
arrested if he did not go to work. 

In answer to a question. by Layton he 
stated that he does not visitand eat with a 
German prostitute named ida on Los An- 
geles street.

THE CITRUS FAIRY 


RIVERSIDE WILL NOT BE | 
SENTED AS A LOCALUTY. 


Cause of the Defection—The Gen- 
eral Exhibit Will Not Be Af- 
fected by This 
Action. 


It is now a settled fact that Riverside will 
not be represented as a locality atthe com- 
ing citrus fair. After several weeks of 
vacillating and fault-finding, that section 
has sent formal notice that it will not ex- 
hibit, except as individuais chooseto make 
entries in special classes, 

The cause alleged by the local committee 
for their action is that they did not believe 
it worth whila to compete in a show where 
the artistic merit of the design was to be 
taken into consideration in the judging on 
premiums, Fuli explanation was rendered 
them several times on this point—that the 
premium for artistic merit of the display 
was a separate affair from the regular 
premiums, to be paid out of the proceeds of 
the show and not from State funds, and that 
the judges were not to take the character of 
the display into consideration, except in 
cases where they believed the quality 
of the fruitto be equal. In spite of all 
this, the committee persisted in the view 
that the skow was iujured by the granti:¢ 
of premiums for artistic display, maintain- 
ing that tue fruit alone should be dispiayed, 
spread on tables, according to the time- 
honored custom. 3 in 

There is another cause which was opealy 
deciared by several Riverside peopie—one 
of them a member of the committee several 
weeksago. This was that the Los. Angeles 
Kepresentatives in the Legislature had taken 
so decided a stand against the division 
of San Bernardino county, in which the 
peopie of Kiverside are mnch interested. 
They declare that the action of Senator 
Carpenter and others was unwarrantable 
and worthy of resentment, On tbat ac- 
count tiiey were inclined to refuse’ to 
‘tasssist”’ and “support” the fair. The 
Riverside papers, which did their best to 
prevent the orange-growers from taking 
the action which they finally decided upon, 
deny that the county division questions 
cut any figure in the matter and say it was 
mere apathy on the partof the people that 
caused the final collapse of the pian. There 
agood deal of talk of this 

nd, 

The defection of Riverside will cut very 
little figure in the general result except to 
spur up some of the other San Bernardino 
county localities, which for some reason are 
not very kindly disposed toward the great 
orange center, to do their best in order that 
the county itself may notlose by her action. 
The space which had been reserved was 
eagerly gobbled up by the other localities 
of that county, Rialto, Cucamonga, Untario 
and Redlands, and the superintendent’s 
force now wears a loox of relief as the ques- 
tion of how to get 1000 feet out of 500 cumes 
a little nearer solution. Kiverside carried 
off the first locality prize last year as well 
as numerous individual premiums. ‘This 
year,” asthe San Bernardino county men 
say, “she declines to take any chances.” 

Saveral individual exhibitors will come 
in from Riverside and will make a good 
display. it ought alsoto be said to their 
credit that the newspapers and some of the 
inost prominent citizens of Riverside were 
much displeased at the outcome of the 
affair.

THE RAILROADS. 


Discouraging State of Affairs 
at Yuma, 


‘FLOATING RAILROAD TRACKS 


Electric Belt Getting Ready for 
Work~Personal and Gen-~ 
eral Notes. 


Superintendent Muir of the Southern Pa- 
cific has returned trom his trip to Yuma. 
He describes the condition of affairs there 
as most discouraging. With the subsidence 


_1.0f the water, which covered the tracks six 
miles or more west of Yuma and eighteen | 


ortwenty miles east of thet point, the 
gangs of workmen had an opportunity to 
repair the damage. The water stood three 
or four feet deep over the _ rail- 
railroad and the rails and ties floated 
on the surface and went away with 
the current, as far as the telegraph poles 
permitted. The floating track wonld have 
been washed away into the Gulf of Califor- 
bia had it broken into sections and bad the 
i4elegraph poles not intercepted its escape. 
Profiting by the experience of this recent 
flood, the Southern Pacific people will now 
alonor theiz at points where a 
flood can be anticipated in the future, 
which will serve to keep the raiis 
and ties in their proper position that 
the track can, with the fall of the water, 
settle upon its road-bed. Superintendent 
Muir says he dves not believe that Luma 
will be rebuilt on its old site, but will 
grow up again on the mesa, out of the 
reach of floods. A number of tents now 
serve to house the peopie who lost their 
dwellings. The pecuniary loss of the citi- 
zens was not so great as it wouid have been 
if they had not been able to save their per- 
sonal property. The adobe houses were 
about the only loss. 
THE ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 

Work is about to be actively pushed on 
the construction of the Los Angeles Elec- 
tric Beit Roilway. of the contractors 
is powin the city, and it is understood 
that his firm has orders to supply the best 
possibie n.aterials and equipments as rap- 
idly as they can be manuiactured. Grading 
is now in progresson First street for the 
line from the depots to Westiake Park, 
and it is contidently expected that 
tracklaying will begin within three 
or four weeks. The projected system 
will consist of about thirty miles of road, 
and itis cxpected that no less than twelve 
niles will be completed this year. Steel 
cro3s-ties will be used for the tracks through 
the prineipal business streets, and every- 
thing used in constructing and equipping 
the road willoe of the most modern de- 
scription. A portion of the needed material 
isalready delivered and -when tracklay- 
ing begins it can be pushed through rapidly. 

THE CABLE RAILEOAD.

The State Senate has passed the 
Women’s Suffrage Bill, refusing, by 
20 to 15, to reconsider the vote by 
which it was passed. 

In this connection, the vigorous 


“S| protest made afew days ago by LIili- 


nois women against a bill to give them 
the ballot, is pertinent and interesting, 
as substantiating the assertions made 
by many that the desire for the fran- 
chise is confined toa very small pro- 
portion of the female sex. 

The protest referred to was signed 


iby some of the most .widely-known s80- 


ciety ladies of Lilinois. "They say: 


-Busy in the cares of their homes, women 
have neither the time, strength vor inelina- 


_j to enter the public arena and defend | 


themselves against doings which they ear- 
nestly believe te be pernicious and destruc- 
tive of the true power and influence of 
women in their boines. 

After giving arguments to show 
that woman suffrage would result in 
the degradation of the sex and the des- 
truction of the family relation, the 
petitioners continue: 

When women share with men the burden 
of labor and government, communism with 
ail thatit implies is already begun, We 
regard the question of the property rights 
of comparauvely few women as of less 
portance than the right in general to main- 
tenance and protection inthe bome, while 
they are engaged in the absorbing oflices 
and duties of womenhood, and 
this paramount = right of woman 
is threatened with entire destruction 
by the socialistic doctrine above cited. We 
exhort you to remember that above ali 
human laws stand those great natural laws 
inherent in the universe, which no man bor 
body of men can contravene, and that these 
laws have foreverestabiished a difference 
betweeu the powers and privileges of the 
sexes, to disregard which is to invoke the 
penaities by which they are relentiessly en- 
forced. Webeg you to consider that the 
revolution of France could pot override 
these laws, but fell crushed under the bur- 
den; that in so faras any political body in 
this courtry bas attempted to do so it has 
suffered defeat; and we believe no greater 
misfortune can attend the farming labor 
party of the country in its attempt to secure 
legislation in the interest of the farmer, ar- 
tisan and laborer, than thai it should espouse 
the faise and pernicious doctrine of the po- 
litical rights of women. We pray, there- 
fore, that no matter whatargument to the 
contraty may be urged upon you, as legisla- 
tors for the commonwealth, you will stand 
fast by that ancient bulwark of liberty, the 
home; remembering that the same power 
which says to all, “God is our Father, and 
all ye are brethren,” has joined also the 
husband and wife as one flesh for the or- 
derly bearing and rearing of children, and 
the maintenance of society, and has given 
to each their old distinctive and equally 
honorable share in the labors and rewards 
of life. 


This petition is said by the petition- 
ers to represent the wishes of an over- 
whelming majority of the women of 
Illinois. There can be no doubt that 
the desire to vote is confined to a very 
small percentage of the sex. Of 
course, it does not necessarily follow 
that women should not have the fran- 
chise because they do not want it, but 
apart from the question of their de- 
sifes, there is much truth in the siate- 
ments of. the Illinois petitioners. In 
this country, where servants aré so ex- 
pensive a luxury, the average house- 
wife is overburdened with her 
domestic cases. What leisure she has, 
the average woman prefers to devote 
to. training her children, beautity- 
ing her home or improving. her 
mind, rathet than in plunging into 
the political whirlpool. ‘Then, again, 
what a vista of hitherto unknown 
domestic discord is opened up by the 
possibility of a difference of political 
views between the male and female 
heads of the house, during an exciting 
election. On the other band, if the 
woman simply echoes her husband’s 
sentiments, the effect is ouly to give 
married men two votes, which is, per- 
haps, quite right, but not just what the 
women suffragists aim at. 


FOOLISH RIVERSIDE, 


Riverside bas refused to take part 
in the coming citrus fair. There will 
be individual exhibits by Riversiders, 
but no official Riverside exhibit. 

The alleged reason for this absten- 
tion is that premiums are to be given 
for artistic merit of designs. Thisisa 
weak excuse. The premiums for de- 
signs, amounting to $400, are extra 
and given from the receipts. The $2500 
given by the State is not touched for 
this purpose. 

The real causes of Riverside’s action 
are said to be, first, the objections of 
Los Angeles, and Los Angeles legisla- 
tors to county division, aud, second, the 
fact that Riverside took first premium 
last year, and has therefore eyerything 
to lose and nothing to gain this time. 
Riverside is very foolish in acting 
thus. It is cutting off its nose to spite 
its face. Its action does not hurt the 
fair one little bit. In fact, its absten- 
tion is a relief to the management, 
which has been hard-pressed to find 
room for all the exhibits. The fair 
will be a magnificent success, in spite 
of Riverside’s surliness. There will 
be exhibits from over twenty localities, 
some of which will be especially fine. 
Other places in San Bernardinocounty 
will make excellent displays, notably 
Redlands—by many considered the 
choicest orange-growing section of 
California—which place will have a 
remarkably striking and artistic dis- 
play of fine fruit. -Ontario will be 
there also, and the orange-growing 
sections of Los Angeles county will 
loom up in great shape. 

The failure of Riverside to put in an 
appearance will help other orange- 
growing sections which have had to 
eontend with the erroneous idea that 
first-class oranges can only be grown 
at Riverside. Hundreds of Easterners, 
who visit the fair, will ask themselves 
why they should pay high prices for 
Riverside land, when land upon which 
such fine fruit as they will see cau be 
grown, may be bad much cheaper.

ing-room of the house, and was hid- 
den in floral wreaths, pillows of roses, 
violets and lilies of the valley. Offer- 
ings were sent by the President 


and Mrs. Harrison, Vice-Presi- 
dent Morton, Senator Stanford 
and others. Among the first 
to arrive at the house were 


the President and Mrs, Harrison and 
Secretary Rusk, followed by the Con- 
gressional committee appointed to at- 
tend the funeral, and Gen. Schofield.

OPPRESSIVE DECREES, | 
Argentine Repmblic’s President Hos- 
tile to Commercial Interests. 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—{By the 
Associated Press.}| The Bureau of 
American Republics is informed that 
the President of the Argentine Repub- 
lic has recommended to Congféss sev- 
eral radical revenue laws, which have 
created bitter enmity against the ad- 
ministration in commercial circles. 
The President,in his message, holds 
such measures absolutely necessary to 
maintain the credit of the government, 
and asks their indorsement by Con- 
gress; but Congress has not yet ratified 
the suggestion. 
He proposes first, to impose an ex- 


.port duty of 5-per cent.ad valorem. 


upon animals, oil, horns, jerked beef, 
bone ash, horsehair, hides and skins, 
bones, wool, tallow and ostrich feath- 
ers, which constitute the great bulk of 
the exports of Argentine Republic. It 
is also proposed to materially increase 
the import tariff and impose a license 
on vessels under foreigh flags in the 
coast trade. Another decree recom- 
mends a license tax of $10,000 
on foreign insurance companies, 
and requires a deposit of $100,000 
as a guarantee before they may 
be allowed to continue business, 
It further requires foreign insurance 
companies to pay a tax of 7 per cent. 
on premiums received from policies 
insured in Argentine Republic. 

This coursé will seriously affect a 
number of life and fire insurance com- 
anies of the United States which 
ave branches in Argentine Republic. 
The same decree imposes a tax of 2 
per cent. on the gold and paper depos- 
its of private banks, which will greatly 
damage the general business of En- 
glish, French and German banks now 
established in Argentine Republic with 
a capital exceeding $75,000,000 of gold. 
A similar decree reguires all taxes, 
customs duties and licenses to be paid 
in gold. 


UNCLE SAM’S EXPENSES. | 


Estimates of Appropriations Made 
by the Last Two Congresses. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The following is 
an approximate statement of the ap- 
propriations made at both sessions of 
the Fiftty-first Congress made by the 
clerk of the Senate Committee on Ap- 
propriations: 

Amount in regular bills, including 
deficiencies and miscellaneous appro- 
priations for the first session, $361,- 
700,000: amount in regular bills, in- 
cluding deficiencies and miscellaneous 
appropriations for the second session, 
$405,000,000; permanent appropriations 
for first session, about $101,000,000; and 
permanent appropriations for 1892 es- 
timated at $122,000,000. This makes 
the grand total of $989,100,000. 

Mr. Sayers of Texas, leader of the 
Democratic minority of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee has prepared a 
statement of appropriations during the 
Fifty-first Congress as compared. wiib 
the appropriations during the Fiftieth 
Congress, which shows that the total ap- 
propriations made during the Congress 
just closed were $1,006,270,471, against 
$817,963.859 during the preceding Con- 
gress. These amounts include r- 
manent annual appropriations. The 
total appropriations for the first ses- 
sion of the Fiftieth Congress were 
$422,626,343, and for the second séssion 
$895,337,516; and for the first session of 
the Fitty-first Congress, $464,442,510; 
for the second session, $541,827,961, to 
which Mr. Sayers estimates that 
$800,000 should be added for various 
small items. Included in appropria- 
tions for the Fifty-first Congress are 
$15,727,000, for refunding the direct 
tax and $10,000,000 for sugar bounties, 
this latter being in the permanent ap- 
propriations.

Eight Million Acres to Be Opened Up

WASHINGTON, March 5.—|By the 
Associated Press.) The legislation en- 
acted by the past Congress in ratifica- 
tion of the various treaties heretofore 
concluded between commissioners on 
the part of the United States and the 
various Indian tribes will result in the 
opening up of over eight million acres 
of public land to settlement.

He finally secured a 
proper edge and by the side 
of Sanchez, plunged the blade into the 
sleeping man’s abdomen, partially 
withdrew it, ran it over against the 
hip bone, turned the knife and forced 
it upward as far as the ribs would al- 
low it to go. 
Muir then pulled the shirt back over 
the horrible gap, straightened up 
smilingly, modded to the persons 
around him, licked the blood from the 
blade on one side and placed the knife 
back in the scabbard by his side. 
He was seized by those who wit- 
nessed the crime and placed in cus- 
tody.. Sanchez was alive at last ac- 
counts.

Avaricious Celestials Making Profit

By Telegraph to The Times. 

CLIFTON (Ariz.,) March 5.—[By the 
Associated Press.} One bundred 
thousand dollars is the estimate of the 
damage by floods. The principal de- 
struction of property consisted of the 
homes of laborers, the dam and flume 
of the Arizona Copper Company, the 
pumps of the Copper King Company, 
the dam of the Detroit Copper Com- 
pany, the approaches of the Arizona 
and New Mexico railway bridge across 
the river and theiron bridge at Guthrie 
across the Gila, the Clifton depot with 
contents, Wells-Fargo’s safe contain- 
ing books, papers and other matter. 

The business portion of thetowb was 
damaged ‘littie, though many struct- 
ures used as abodes are gone or dam- 
aged beyond repair. There was no 
insurance. The loss is severe to poor 
people, as they have losttheirall. The 
Arizona Copper Company and Arizona 
and New Mexico Railway Company 
are the heaviest losers.

Our claims are: 

First. Santa Monica Bay is the only 
location protected from southeasters. 

Second, Gradual and uniformly 
deepening of water to ten fathoms at a 
distance of one and one-half miles 
from shore, giving suitable sea-room 
for vessels inside a breakwater for a 
distance of ten miles along the shore. 

Third. Good and safe anchorage 
both inside and outside of the ten 
fathom line as shown by the Coast Sur- 
vev charts. 

Fourth. As there are no streams 
emptying into the Santa Monica Bay, 
no débris will ever be encountered to 
necessitate coustant dredging after a 
seawall has been once built. While 
the effects of the late storms are be- 
fore us it may be opportune to place 
our udvaptages before the business 
men of Los Angeles through the col- 
umes of THE TIMES.

What Kills Fruit Trees. 

Deep planting is one error—to plant 
atree rather shallower than it for- 
merly stood is really the right way, 
while many plant a tree as they would 
post, says the Massachusetts Piow- 
Map. Roots are of two kinds—the 
young aud tender rooticts, composed 
entirely of celis; the feeders of the 
trees always found near the surface 
getting air aud moisture, and roots of 
ovérone year old, which serve only 
as supporters of the trees and 
as conductors of its food. Hence 
thes injury ensues when 
the delicate rootiets are so deeply 
buried in earth. Placing green or 
fresh Mapbure in contact with the 
young roots is another great error.

Weekly Inspection Tour of the Board 
Yestercay. 

The Board of Public Works yesterday 
made a reguiar weekly inspection tour 
about the city. The party was made up of 
Councilmen MeGarry, Kees, Khodes and 
Nickel! and City Eifineer Dock weiler and 
Street Superintendent Hutchinson, 

The corner of Second and Pear! streets, 

the worst street in thecity, was first vis- 
ited, There have been several plans sug- 
gested for improving the condition of the 
Street at this point, but nothing was recom- 
mended, {tis said that the only thing that 
will give permanent relief, is the raising of 
the street grade some feet, and the buildin 
of a five-fout culvert; but this is considere 
too expensive to aitempt at this time. 
» From this point the party went to the cor- 
berof Hopeand First st eets, where the 
grading fur the beit-electric road is being 
done, The property owners want the grade 
from Hope to Beaudry streets changed from 
one in ten to one ip sixteen, and this will 
probably be done. A large amount of work 
has already been done on this street by the 
electric company. and the laying of track 
will begin in a week or two. 

There has been a great deal of complaint 
about a stream of water across Pear! street, 
and the board went to the source of the 
nuisance, a pond on the west side of Fié- 
Montavenue, and examined the ground. 
The matter will be referred tothe City 
gineer to suggest a remedy. 

The open gravel pits on DeLong street 
have been a source of great anpoyance to 
the residents on that street, and a petition 
ws sent to the Council to bave sumething 
done for their relief. The street bas caved 
in at one or two of these pits, leaving 
dangerous holes. Besides this, owners of 
adjacent lots have almost had their property 
ruined. ‘The members of the board turned 
out, and by roiling a heavy timber across 
the worst holes, put a Darrier in the way of 
auyone breaking his nétk for che time being. 
The matter will come up in the board today, 
when some action wili be taken tor the 
benefit of the injured property-owners. 

After looking at various places where 
crosswalks were asked for, and attending 
to some trivial matters, tne party were 
driven back to the City Hall. 

The regular weekly meeting of the board 
will be held at 10 o’clock this morning.

THE CHAUTAUQUA SENSATION. 


The Examination of Rev: Mr. Fiem- 
, ing Concluded Yesterday. 

The investigation into the financial meth- 
ods of Kev. 5. J. Fleming of the Chautav- 
qua Association, which has been in progress 
at the Simpson Tabernacie for the past 
three or four days, with closed doors, was 
closed yesterday afternoon, E. H. Winans 
accused Mr. Fleming with having misap- 
propriated some $6700, which had been 
waned by him to complete the Chautauqua 
buildings, bringing charges against the rev- 
ereod gentleman of “gross immorality,” 
specified as fuilows: 

irst specification. Defrauding a cred- 
itor, one E. H. Winans, vy leaving collat- 
erais at tae Soutuera Ca:ifornia National 
Bank, to secure a debt to said E. 
H. Winans, and afterward  coliecting 
money on said collaterals, and using it 
for other purposes than p.ying the debt 

Second -pecitication. Deliberate and per- 
sisteut viviation of a written coutract re- 
specting tuese collaterals. 

A comuittee of seven traveling ministers 
of tue M. E. church, sitting as a court of in- 
quiry, iuvestigated the case, concluding 
tueir labors, as stated, yesterday afiernoon. 
The committee’s findings bave not been 


made pubiic, but is said that 
they deeided that the charge of 
gross | was pot sustained, 
although Mr. leming’s8 conduct was 
not biameless, and they then referred 


the case with all the evidence and findings 
to the ensuing annual conference for tri«! 
and adjudication, it bei: g claimed that the 
present tribunal is only fur the purpose of a 
preliminary examination. 

A8 near as can be learned, Mr, Fleming’s 
account of his dealings with Winans is 
something like this: As trustee of the 
Chautauqua he secured of Winans a loan of 
#6000. As security he gave Winans a sec- 
oud mortgage on the campus building at 
Revondo; a trust deed for twenty-five iots 
at Redondo and 820,000 worth of promissory 
notes secured by contractfor sale of Jots at 
Redondo, belonging to the association. 

A few months ago Rev. Fieming col- 
lected between $800 and $1000 on the col- 
laterals depositea in the bank and applied 
itupon the first mortgage of the associa- 
tion for the payment of -interest. When 
Winans heard of this he objected and 
brought suit against the association for 
hismoney. And now comes the investi- 
gation of Rev, Fieming. 

Rev. Fleming claims that he had a _ ver- 
bal agreement with Winans whereby the 
latter agreed that Fleming could use the 
collections fiom the colliaterais in payment 
of interest on the first mortgage of the 
association, This be asserts protects, rather 
than injured Winans’ security. 

On the other hand Winans denies the ex- 
istence of any such agreementand further 
alleges that Fleming does not tell the truth 
when he says such an agreement did exist. 

it is hardiy probable that the matter will 
end with the chureh investigation. Mr. 
Fleming yesterday instituted suit against 
Winans tor $59,000 damages for saying he 
was dishonest. On the other hand, Winans 
Bays that he cannot get justice at the hands 
of the chureh people, and intimates that he 


ft bring a criminal charge against Mr, 
leming. Further developments are 


awaited. 


Dusting Pens.

Find a few shoveliuls of dry loam, mix 
it with ashes, putin a pound or so of 
sulphur, let the sun sbine in on it fora 
few days, and it will be dus'y enough for 
the hens to burrow in. This litre bit 
of practical advice has" been given to 
poultry-keepers times without number, 
yet. the very ones who will tell you it 
doesn’t pay to keep . hens, negiect to 
provide their fowls with such an inex- 
pensive, wholesome necessity a3 a dust- 
ing place.
